The Loꝛd 
Pope an{wered, we haue giuen c graun⸗ 
tedit to him, it is not expedient to deſtroy 
that is nade. But fozalmuch as Frances 
neither of God, na} pet of the Pope, han 
appopnied any determinate dap when this 
purdon ſhanld begin, he was againe won⸗ 
derkully trouvled, & pꝛaped that he might 
lee the biſten once againe. x that he mighe 
be certilled of Chriſt: TAherekoze on a 
time in che moneth of January about 
midnight, when S. Frances was in paltry 
the Diuell came duto him and laid. Fran- 
ces, Wihp wilt thou die befoze thy time:

and paſſed thꝛough a great rough hedge, 
entred into a great Mildernes which was 
very thoꝛnp, ſo that his body was al bloo- 
die: then ſaid he to him ſelfe. It is a great 
deale better that J hold thus knowledge 
the paſſion of our Lozd Jeſu Chyift, then 
obey vnto deceitfullflatterings, Andlo- 
dainelp there was in the Milderneſſe a 
great ligbt, which apptared to be wonde⸗ 
rous full of Geliflowers and Roſes, and 
there was an innumerable company of 
Angels, which ſaid with one voyce.Blel- 
ſed Frances, tome hither quickly, the Sa- 
uiour and his Mother are in the Church 
and tarry fo} thee, Then blefſed Frances 
ſaw himlelfc newly appareled, but how oꝛ 
which way it came to paſſe he could not 
tell. And there appeared vncohim a wap, 
toucred all with lylke, by Þ which he went 
to the Church. And bleſled Franc es tooke 
out ofthe Roſary.xii,red Roſes, and.xii. 
white, and he came foozhwith to the 
Church, 
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Church, e vpon the Aulter there he lay 
the Roſcs, Then he ſaw our Loꝛd Jeſt 
Chziſt ſtanding, and our bleſſed Lady his 
Mother on his right hand, with a grtat 
multitude of Angelis.

Ts whom 
Chriſt anſwered, J will that it be p ſame 
day in the which bleſled Peter was deliue⸗ 
red from his bondes, beg inning at the firſt 


Euenſong of the ſame dap, and continue 


ts the Evenſong the next day following, 
including che nyght: and that whaloeuer 
tommeth there that day contrite & conkel. 
ſed, chalbe pardont d & foꝛgiuen of all the 
finnes that he hath done from the day of 
baptiſme, to the day of his entraunce into 
the Church of our Lady Porciuncule, 
how greeuons oz great ſs euer their fins 
be.

Motwith⸗ 
ſtinding, thou Tait ga varo Rome t6 mp 
Uicar, mham Ahne 025apned © anpopn⸗ 
ted, and to won F haue giuen power to 
binde and loſe, x will him to publich and 
declare this Pardo? with as much exge⸗ 
dition as he [hall thinke meete. Then ſavy 
bleſſed Frances, But how ſhall thy Aicar 
credite me: peraduenture he will na: bes 
leeue me etched inner. The L995 faiy 
to him, Bleſſed Frances, tak? with thee 
certayne of thy i2eth2en fo2 witaciles the 
which heare all thele thinges : an? allo 


take with thee the red and white Roſes 


which thou gatheredik in the monech of 
Jantarie, when thou walk puniſhing (hy 
body in the 7U:i!dernes, All theie things 
were heard by Frier Peter of Cathany, 
Angell of Reato, Ruffine Sophy, Frier 
Maſſey &c. Then bleſſed S Frances toke 
of the Roles that he bꝛought. iii. Red and 
iii. Ahite, in the honour of the molt holy 
and indiuilibie crinitie,and to the pꝛayſe of 
God and our bleſſed Lady. And then the 
Angels lung with loud and great voyces, 
Te acum. In the moꝛning bleſſed Frances 
tooke his fellawes, ſaying to them, Let 


ofthe Bare-foote Friers, _: 
vs go to Rome : and he cemmaun des 
them to kcepe all th ele things ſecret. And 
when he entre d into Rome, he tocke hig 
way tewerd the Church sk S. John Late- 
rarence,and there be found Pope Hono- 
rius, the ſuctceſſo ot Innocent, the Uicar 
of our Lozd Jeſus Chziſt: To whom S. 
Frances onthe behalſe of our Led, decla⸗ 
red all theſe things afozeſspd : and of the 
ſame bare witnes the fozclayd Bzethzen, 
ö Roſes aboue mentioned, And Pope 
Nenorius beholding the monith of Jas 
nuarie Roſes lo freſh, & bauing ſo quicke 
a laucaur and colour, fayd: this ts ſurely a 
great myꝛacle, and muſt come rather of 
God then ok man, and we know that their 
teltimonie is true.

day,yeerely fo cuct, The ByHops hea: 
ring blesſed Franc es ſay, F oz tutr, they 
were angty and much offended, ſaying to 
Frances. The Pope hath not commaun⸗ 
ded vs herein to folow thy minde, fo his 
pleaſure is but fo2,x.,ycere, And therefoze 
euery Bythop by him ſelfe, declared vnto 
the people that they nuit vnderſtand the 
woꝛdes of Frances ofthis Pardon, to ins 
dure foꝛ.x.peeres, and no longer.
